In Memoriam Albert Ehrenfeld 


LBERT EHRENFELD, ; lieve that this decision to fol- 
who died a month ago at low. in Israel, what may seem 


the age of 60, came to this 
country from Holland in 1935. 
To many of those who knew 
him only here; he was first 
and foremost t banker who 
had a great part in the deve- 
lopment of the Palestine Cor- 
poration, helping to transform 
an investment company into 
one of the most active bank- 
ing organizations in this coun- 
try, becoming its first and 
senior General Manager in 
1950/51, when the English 
financed Palestine Corpora- 
tion and the Palestine on- 
omic Corporation of America 
founded the Union Bank of 
Israel. 

He was, however, also “the 
Father of the Diamond Indus- 
try.” the banker who in 1940- 


41 had the foresight and cour- | 


age to finance the then infant 
diamond factories of this 


country; the expert who be- 


came adviser and guide to 
many of the first generation 
of our diamond manufac- 
turers. Thanks to the con- 
fidence he 
ment appointed him official 
Adviser 

he was made the first 
monds the Israel Govern- 
ment. 


However important as these 
achievements are, they show- 
ed only part of his many- 
sided personality. Dutch Zion- 
ists who had known Ehren- 
feld in Holland as a young 


rised when they later met 
im here, apparentiy fully 
absorbed in financial affairs. 
To them he had been the 
leader of the Zionist Youth 
Movement in Holland, the 
gifted orator, the influential 
politician, the friend and dis-
